Discoloured Coins to Be 
Withdrawn. 
COPPER TINTED SILVER. 


Discoloured silver coinage ts to 
be withdrawn from circulation by 
the Royal Mint. ¢ 

These coins were struck "hetiaen 
the years 1920 and 1927, and be- 
came discoloured owing to the 
large proportion of copper contained 
jin the alloy, The high cost of silver 
after.the War necessitated a reduc- 
tion in the quantity of silver used 
jin making coins, and under the Mint 
Act of 1920 the alloy was changed 
from the 925 standard to 600. Thus 
60 per cent. of every silver coin 
consisted of copper. 

The coins soon after being put 
in circulation began to turn shades 
of yellow and gold, as a result of 
the oxidisation of the copper. 
They were looked upon with  dis- 
favour by the public and: distrust 
by shopkeeper, and official state- 
ments were made vouching for their 
genuineness. 

It was not until 1928, however, 
that the quantity of copper. used 
was lowered to 40 per cent. and 
a mixture of zine and nickel was 
added. 

An official of the Royal Mint told 
a London Morning Post representa- 
tive that it will be impossible to 
renew all the discoloured coins at 
onze and only the worst will be 
dealt with. Even with the co- 
operation of the banks and post 
offices the process will be slow.
